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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues (page 14, "Remarks") that 
"not only does Gill (previously cited reference) fail to disclose a non-physiologic, life sustaining pacing therapy, but Gill's disclosure of a 
bradycardia therapy diverges from a teaching of a non-physiologic, life sustaining pacing therapy, such that the two therapies would be 
understood to be materially different by one having ordinary skill in the art." The examiner respectfully disagrees. The applicant's 
disclosure, which is quoted in the applicant's arguments, is only one option known in the art of pacing therapy to be non-physiologic 
pacing therapy. Gill's device, as illustrated in previously cited paragraphs, discloses another method of treatment for asystole that 
comprises a non-physiologic, life sustaining pacing therapy, as required by claim 1, and as explained in previously cited paragraphs within 
Gill's disclosure. The applicant further argues the necessity of a Restriction requirement (pages 16-17, "Remarks"). The examiner would 
again like to note that though the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. As it pertains to the restriction requirement, the energy delivery circuitry of claim 1 administers a different therapy strategy, in 
response to a different, more specific cardiac condition than that required by the energy delivery circuitry of claim 16. Since the two 
inventions (group I and group II, including base claims 1 and Irrespectively) comprise different energy delivery circuitry and control 
circuitry and treat different conditions with different strategies, group I has a separate utility from group I, and therefore the restriction is 
deemed proper . 
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
